Additional Backup Material
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This project consists of Design-Build services for the design and construction of the ABIA
Terminal Baggage Screening Improvements. There are currently six Explosive Detection System
(EDS) machines in use on the Concourse Level at ABIA to be replaced under this contract.

Construction of the project Is rearing completion; however, as planning for the conveyor cutovers
and initiation of service on the new system progressed, several unanticipated issues emerged.
Approval of this Increase will allow negotiation and execution of a change order to resolve those
Issues.

The unanticipated changes include having the contractor:
1. Provide additional personnel with security clearances to clear bag jams and provide rapid
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maintenance response to the entire system during the cutover, thereby freeing Department of
Aviation personnel for oversight and training;
2. Designing and implementing a process for Identifying uncleared bags and associating them
with the correct image from the screening equipment, it had been expected that Transportation
Security Administration would provide software for this process but that software is not yet
available;
3. Reprogramming to accommodate a recent City wide change in IP addressing procedures;
4. Reprogramming to consolidate the existing baggage conveyors and the new screening system
into a single unified system for efficiency and ease of operation and maintenance;
5. Addition of CCTV cameras for enhanced security and bag jam responsiveness;
6. Correcting deviations from current codes noted during conveyor installation.
